My nexf objecfive was fo research info 
fhemes which already have a connec- 
fion fo previous works I have made, as 
well as infroducing new subjecfs which 
could find a place wifhin fhis new series 
of works.

Subjects which I started to take a real focus on for this series

By inserting informa¬ 
tion through the application of paint I brought the surface back together. 

I did this by setting up relevant processes through devised operations and 
new systems. 

I wanted to work with materials and surfaces which had differences, 
whether they were fragile, soft or robust and hard, all installed within irreg¬ 
ular properties. I wanted to investigate this meaning of irregularity, by un¬ 
derstanding the constructed patterns which started to form on the sur¬ 
face. 
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The Principles of Colour: 


I wanted to also focus on the contrasting values in colour, as this is what 
allows us to enhance our visual capacity of looking! 

Contrasting Colours 

• Draws our attention to a particular object. 

Colour Design 

I wanted to also link in the three dimensions of colour in to this series: 

• Hue - The colours name - For example: Red, Yellow, Blue 

• Value - The lightness or darkness in the colour 

• Chroma - Describes the colourfulness, how vivid the colour is. 

Remnants # 2 , # 3 , # 4 , #6 and #7 illustrates maximum hue contrast in the 
colours value. The works draws instant attention because the surface has 
a contrasting value which is more settled. 

Hue contrasts in colour can be easily overused which can create visual 
clutter. I deliberately used this in Remnants # 7 , #5 and #8, this was 
because I wanted to visually describe the chaotic approach used within 
my practice, and in particular this series of works. 


Space: 

The last subject I focused on was space, I wanted to utilise both positive 
and negative space within these works. 

There were four terms which I started to look at and install within these 
works. 

•Spatial meaning - Is a relation to the space we are in, and a relation to 
the positioning of objects in space. 

•Spatial Area - Relates to the occupying of space which Tests the 
capacity of space. 

•Spatial Form - Is the physicality of an object or the materials situated in 
a given space. 

•Spatial Relationship - Relates to the objects position in space. 

I wanted to insert all spatial areas within the show. I did this by displaying 
aesthetics of space within the surface of the works, as well as the 
providing space of the gallery.

Since his sixth solo show in February of this 
year, Kasirer-Smibert's partnership inspires 
him to create a dialogue between the arts 
and the science of sleep in an on-going 
partnership with Creative Reactions. I never 
learned to crawl as a child but at some 
point just stood up and walked. This is not 
to boast, for this developmental skip result¬ 
ed in a significant left-brain/right-brain dis- 
Juncture. It is a gap I now bridge through 
painting. As an artist with a disability paint¬ 
ing has always been a way to meet my ex¬ 
perience of dislocation, between myself and 
the outside world. As a teenager I was in a 
bus accident and this near death experience 
resulted in a fascination of states of con¬ 
sciousness and dreaming, I now see this 
near death experience as a catalyst for 
what was to come. My collaboration with 
Adrien Peyrache asks whether we are actu¬ 
ally dreaming right now? The subject of my 
latest work seeks to invite the viewer to ask 
guestions about the space before them. Be 
it a dream or reality, I created a picture that 
walks the line between representational 
and abstract imagery, representing the 
known and the unknown of the unconscious 
mind. My approach is raw and intui¬ 
tive—and painterly in the sense that I am 
able to let paint be paint. It can drip and 
flow and catch the eye, for it has own path¬ 
ways too. Bright drips spanning dark, cav¬ 
ernous hollows ore Just that. My work ad¬ 
dresses issues of discomfort, fragmenting 
visual space in ways that reflect my percep¬ 
tion of reality and communicating my pri¬ 
vate experience. For me, every approach to 
the canvas is an effort to place my vision of 
the world before the eyes of on able-bodied 
spectator. I will sometimes employ, for ex¬ 
ample, bright colors and a light glaze to 
generate a vibratory effect or visual distur¬ 
bance that enables viewers to experience, 
firsthand, my own sense of dislocation and 
confusion. Color is also used in ways that 
draw some spaces forward and push others 
bock. The surface, I then notice, seems to be 
breathing slowly, os if in counterpoint to the 
effort and strain I am feeling—arms out¬ 
stretched—in my attempt to map the sur¬ 
face with my body.

Sometimes that thing might be a painting, 
sometimes it might be a comedy sketch, and sometimes it 
might be a completely immersive satire carnival, as I made in 
my show FUNLAND this past May. But let me backup and

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I grew up in Ellicott City, Maryland, in the USA. It's one of many suburban 
enclaves that centers around Baltimore and Washington, DC. It was safe, a 
little boring, and full of super high achievers. I can't say I counted as one of 
them, but from a young age I loved nerdy things like comic books, video 
games, and anime. I also loved doodling; my parents still have some flat files 
full of comics I made that were complete Star Wars ripoffs. Unfortunately, I 
listened a little too well to people who told me I was a "bad drawer", and 

eventually gave up on them. 

After completing my degree at University of Maryland, I wanted to express 
myself on stage and started taking improv comedy classes. After a few years 
of instruction, I failed to earn a spot on a team in Washington, DC, where I 

live. 


Rather than bang my head against a wall and wait another year for an 
audition, I made my own team to form what would become The Charlie 
Visconage Show. The Show followed the format of The Tonight Show, with a 
monologue, interesting local guests, musical acts, and pre-taped sketches. It 
ran for nearly two years, and for once in my life I finally learned how to work 
hard to make It happen (along with many other talented teammates). Once it 
was over, I was a little directionless. I tried going from being the 
decision-maker to a cog in the wheel of another sketch group, and I flamed 

out from that after a year. 

Around the same time, a friend and former guest on The Charlie Visconage 
Show, Matt Sesow, invited me over to paint at his place. I fell In love with 
making paintings, and I quickly took over the second bedroom in the 
partment with my pieces that I shared with my then-girlfriend (now wife). 
After a post-Molly comedown paint spill, she politely asked me to find a 
studio space. Since then. I've had a paid studio space in a few places in DC. 
It kind of sucks to not be able to Immediately wake up and begin working, but 
on the other hand, you can freely make a mess. 

In terms of my subjects, I started with what I'd now probably right off as 
stupid cutesy bullshit for the first few years. Puns and cute animals. But I 
quickly grew bored of those and ventured more into absurd comic territory.

hasn't changed in that time is my process - I think of things that are 
to me, make notes in my phone, and then try to figure out a way to 
them work on canvas. I also incorporating stuff I overhear in public; 
people are much funnier than they think they are, to me anyway. 


I have a day Job, so part of my process is working what some people would 
call relatively fast. I get to my studio around 5 AM, and can afford to stay 
until about 7:30 AM. I'm a morning person, so it still sucks but it's easier 
than staying up late. I use a hair dryer to help move things along, and stick 
to acrylic and latex house paint to keep things snappy. I don't think having 
a day Job helps give me extra perspective or the other sort of bullshit that 
artists who have to work to support their craft say; it's a means to an end 

and that's Just fine. 


In early 2019, I got into a residency program at DC's Hole in the Sky 
Collective for an ambitious immersive experience, FUNLAND. FUNLAND com¬ 
bined my past as a performer with my present as an artist. The show explored 
my frustrations, especially as a self-taught artist, through the lens of 
carnival attractions like an indoor BB gun shooting range and fortune tellers 
who happen to be your disappointed parents. By the time the show was really 
coming together in the spring, it was clearly not a solo effort. My friends 
Sean, Melanie, and Ellys all contributed equally to the success of FUNLAND 
through coaching our actors, designing our games, and making sure every 
little detail worked. The show ran for one night only, but we had over 300 
people come and enjoy themselves. As of now, we're working on some other 
concepts that will happen in 2020 and beyond. For me, working in a group 
setting again is kind of terrifying, but these 3 make it worth going for it 

again.

Everything is changing. What the world is becoming is markedly different from the eras of 
old—even from those mere decades ago. The human instinct to adapt with this new world 
is insufficient. And so humanity must transform as a result. At the heart of this new era is 
the Internet. It is the lifeblood of communication and culture in the present age. As time has 
told, mere coexistence with this new beast was not possible, and daily life has instead 
become integrated with the Internet. Humanity, therefore, has become new. 
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In January of 2019, I began a new body of work centered on this new, transformed humanity. 
Rather than a collection of finite pieces, I wanted this work to take the form of multiple series, 
each containing its own iterations and, theoretically, building endlessly. From the outset, one 
major goal was to go beyond the scope of one body of work and create an era within my own 
oeuvre to grow and transform my approach to art-making. These initial choices sought to 
mimic, within my own creative practice and structure as an artist, the new fundamental struc¬ 
ture of humanity s function in the present age. 


Each series looks at specific facets of human 
life conceptually, like our communication, 
the dissemination and consumption of cul¬ 
ture, our perceptions of being alive. These 
ideas converge in varying degrees, coupled 
with similar compositional threads that tie 
each series back into one another. The ini¬ 
tial iterations begin from a place of analysis 
and exploration of life in the 21st century. 
As the works progress, they become less ob¬ 
servational and more critical, ultimately es¬ 
calating into opposition. I believe this era is 
failing us and this work is the why and how. 

Few things exemplify life in the modern age 
as effectively as do the objects and functions 
of how we love. This idea is something I ex¬ 
plore with t.l, a narrative series that follows 
a courtship between a boy and his pursuer. 
In the beginning, there is hesitation in con¬ 
junction with the spark. A lover must cap¬ 
ture the attention of his or her beloved. 
From here comes the comfort, the sense of 
belonging and companionship—the ideals 
with which life feels more complete. As the 
loved comes more around, he begins to see 
the transformative effects of his pursuer. 
Now the lover has the beloved in his grasp 
and their lives can intermingle. 

One of my favorite bands released a single 
in 2018, with an aesthetic quality reminis¬ 
cent of a typical, catchy pop-rock love song. 
I enjoyed the song immediately, but 
couldn’t help noticing that something about 
it was slightly out of kilter. A few weeks 
later, a music video was released, and it was 
then I learned that the true nature of the 
song dealt with the lead singer’s struggle 
with drug addiction. This moment excited 
and inspired me, and I suddenly under¬ 
stood why the song felt off-color. It became 
the impetus for t.l.

Thus far, I have completed three iterations 
in the series. These begin in a tame place of 
comfort, the lover building a harmony 
within the world of the beloved. I want to 
create a very crafted sense of composition 
in these works, and as the iterations contin¬ 
ue I want this to amalgamate. Each space is 
borrowed, with an inherent sense of incon¬ 
gruity against the figure’s completed form. 
Beginning with piece three, to become ex¬ 
actly who I wanted to be, the figure is recep¬ 
tive to his pursuer and like with any love, it 
is from this moment that the two begin to 
entangle. The pursuer takes root within the 
one it loves.
